Vennor's Prognostications for tbe 


Summer nnd 1'all 


Henry G. Yennor, the Canadian 


weather prophet, in forecasting the 
weather of the coming season writes as 
follows: 


"Out of thirteen long range and gen- 


eral productions which I have given 
forth and caused to be published in the 
leading newspapers of the day and in 
my yearly almanacs, between the years 
1875 and* 1832, only two have been seri- 
ously "out" or astray with respect to 
the Summer season. Having said this 
much in renpect to former forecasts I 
desire now briefly to give a short bnt 
comprehensive outline of what, in my 
humble opinion, ate likely to be the 
most remarkable features of the Sum- 
mer and Autumn of the year 1882. 


First—A season that will well merit 


the designation of cool, to cold and wet, 
generally. Mot that there will not be 
terms of Summer warmth and even in- 
tense heat for periods, but rather that 
these last will appear in the retrospect 
as of comparative insignificance, or as 
tbe exception to the general rule. 


Second—The season will be marked 


by not ouly great precipitation, but by a 
muggmess of atmosphere, generally 
caused by the reekiug condition of the 
earth and the long continuance of 
clouded sky. This will result in periods 
of extreme sultriness and heavy weather 
daring which the thunder and hail 
storms will occur. lu other words, the 
Summer will be the reverse of clear and 
dry. 


Third—TUere is a likelihood of .Tune 


and Angnst frosts ift Northern, Western 
uud Southern sections, and u general 
cold wave may occur towards midsum- 
mer. 


Fourth.—The Autumn months will 


continue moist. September will probn- 


cattle, sheep, hogs, etc., kept on the 
place are of tbe very best breeds. The 
sheep are thoroughbred merinos, and 
some of the lambs now six months old 
are as large as ordinary fall-grown 
sheep. Water for irrigating is taken 
from springs near the house, and from 
a canyon which runs six or eight miles 
into the mountains. At this season 
water is abundant, aud much of it runs 
to waste, bnt later it is all utilized. The 
ranch, as conducted, is one of the most 
valuable of its size on the Coast, and IB 
the Summer season, At least, one of the 
must beautiful. 


Geologists who have made a careful 


study of many portions of Nevada and 
Utah declare that it is tbe best country 
in the world for artesian wells. The 
tops of the hilts and mountain ranges 
are the edges of strata that have been 
heaved upward from great depths by 
volcanic or other convulsions of the 
earth and the water is forced up through 
these breaks, which is its only outlet to 
the surface. Were the streams that 
supply these streams tapped by wells 
bored in the valleys it is easy to see 
lhat tbe water would- spout up with 
great force.—Ogdon Pilot.

The Coming Comet. 


Prof. Boss, at the Dudley observa- 


tory, Albany, writes in regard to the 
coming comet, which will be seen dur- 
ing the moonless evenings of this 
month: It is evident from a mathemat- 
ical standpoint that this comet should 
have a brilliant career. Its light at per- 
ihelion should be more than three thou- 
sand times greater than at discovery. 
But it is a well known fact that great 
comets at penhelion always exceed in 
brightness the limits set for them by 
mathematical computation 
based 
on 


earlier observations. 
The display, 


whatever it is, will depend very largely 
on the physical constitution of the 
comet, rather than on the question of 
the distance of the sun. I believe that 
this comet has a large and active nu- 
cleus; and if that proves really to be the 
case, in June we ought to see a trail of 
immense proportions. The briliancy of 
the display will suffer much from the 
presence of dawn and twilight; and 
merely as a spectacle this comet is not 
likely to take the highest rank. But to 
comet observers the behavior 
of the 


trail during the critical days, near June 
10, will fnrnish phenomena of absorb- 
ing interest. It is hardly necessary to 
say that numerous observations, both 
before and after perihelion, of a comet 
which approached the sun within five 
million miles, will be of inestimable 
service to astronomical science.
